SUBJECT» Spitzbergen 


1, It is recommended that an Intelligence Estimate be ini- 
tiated on, "The Prospect of Increased Soviet Aotivity in the 
Spitzbergen Area." 

2, Reference is made to a memorandum from this offioe dated 
6 November 1950, subjecti "Exploitation of Spitzbergen for United 
States Intelligence" (IAC-D-5, 24 November 1960), After aetion by 
the IAC, Information waa requested of the Norwegian Government 
(lAC-D-5/2, 5 December 1950). The reply to this request (SO DB- 
34930, 12 February 1961) was made available to interested agenoies, 
and indioated that there was no unusual or widespread Soviet activity 
in the area. 

3, The following, however, are sigaifioant faotors bearing on 
the possibility of the U. S.S.R, taking aetion in the Spitzbergen area 
in the near future: 

a. The strategio looation of Spitzbergen, in view of its 
possible use, either by the U. S.S.R. or the Western Powers, as an 
air base» 

b. The establishment of U.S. security detachments in 

Iceland. 

o. The proposed establishment of other U.S« air bases. 

d. The reported Russian activity in the Coles Bay, 
Spitzbergen, area to prepare for handling of ooean-going ships. 

e. Inoreased aotivity reported at Bohemannesset, 

Spitzbergen - a potential Russian airfield site. 

f. The possible use of glaoiers as 1 anding grounds.
